Cherry Blossom 


(AP) — The National Cherry Blossom Festi- 
val is returning with all its pageantry, Wash- 
ington’s unofficial re-emergence from two 
years of pandemic limits and closures. 


“This year, more than ever, you really understand 
why the festival is so important,” said Festival Pres- 
ident Diana Mayhew. “We recognize that it’s more 
than just a festival. It’s about spring and renewal 
and a sense of new beginnings.” 


This year’s cherry blossom trees will reach peak 
bloom between March 22 and 25, according to 
National Park Service estimates. The festival kicks 
off with a March 20 opening ceremony and runs 
through April 17, with concerts and other events, 
including a big parade on Saturday April 9. 


The weather isn’t exactly cooperating this week- 
end. Snow and freezing rain are expected. But 
that shouldn’t hurt, said Mike Litterst, Park Ser- 
vice spokesman for the National Mall. Tempera- 
tures below 27 degrees can damage the blooms — 
something that happened in 2017, when a late frost 
killed about half the blossoms. 


Trees in some Washington neighborhoods have be- 
gun to blossom but not around the Tidal Basin — 
the main focus for tourists and photographers. 


“They’re still tightly in their buds,” said Litterst. 
“The armor of the buds is protecting the blossoms. 
Another week or so down the road, if this were to 
happen, we’d have some major concerns. I think 
we'll be OK this time.” 


During a recent even announcing this year’s plans, 
D.C. Mayor Muriel Bowser said, “We want D.C. 
to be the face of spring for the nation. Let me say, 
without equivocation, that D.C. is open!” 


A similar event two years ago was dominated by 
questions about whether the festival would happen 
at all in the face of the steadily advancing COV- 
ID-19 virus. 


Sure enough, within days, Bowser declared a pub- 
lic health emergency and banned all mass gather- 
ings. Festival organizers spent the month frantical- 
ly coming up with safe long-distance ways for resi- 
dents and visitors to enjoy the annual rite of spring, 
include a live Bloom Cam and virtual video tours. 
Local officials resorted to closing down streets and 
shutting Metro stations in order to keep crowds 


y 
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from gathering at the Tidal Basin to observe the 
pinkish blooms. 


This year marks the 110th anniversary of the origi- 
nal 1912 gift of 3,000 Japanese cherry trees from 
the mayor of Tokyo. Japan’s government remains 
heavily involved in the festival and regularly re- 
places about 90 trees per year. 


At the event announcing this year’s festival sched- 
ule, Ryo Kuroishi, public affairs counselor for 
the Japanese Embassy, joked that, “It feels a little 
strange to have all these people right in front of me 
instead of little Zoom squares.” 


Festival president Mayhew said this year’s events 
will incorporate a hybrid of the traditional and pan- 
demic innovations that were developed over the 
past two years for those who are still leery of at- 
tending large public gatherings or flying in for the 
event. 


Activities like Petal Porches — where residents 
are encouraged to decorate their own porches in 
cherry blossom themes and post the pictures on- 
line — will be continued. And the popular Bloom 
Cam will be back. The March 26 kite flying festi- 
val on the grounds of the Washington Monument 
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will take place as usual, but residents will also be 
encouraged to hold their own smaller kite flying 
events in featured area parks. 


“We're spreading it out and being as cautious and 
health conscious as possible,” she said. “There's 
so many people who want to connect, even if they 
can't make it.”

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RADSON of 4 men charged in Whitmer kidnapping plot 


(AP) — After more than 
two days of testimony, 
jurors have unflattering 
snapshots of four men who 
are charged with planning 
to strike back against gov- 
ernment by kidnapping 
Michigan Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer from her week- 
end home. 


Prosecutors introduced vid- 
eos, messages and secretly 
recorded conversations full 
of antigovernment screeds, 
mostly expressed by Barry 
Croft Jr. and Adam Fox, who 
are described as the leaders. 
Evidence presented early in 
what’s likely to be a week- 
slong trial has bounced from 
Michigan to gatherings in 
Ohio and Wisconsin and an 
arrest in New Jersey — and 
not always in order. 


“The pattern doesn’t always 


become clear until the end. ... 


Don’t feel pressure to try to 
pull it all together just yet,” 
U.S. District Judge Robert 
Jonker told jurors Thursday. 

Croft, Fox, Daniel Harris and 
Brandon Caserta are charged 
with conspiracy; three of 
them also face weapons-re- 
lated charges. Lawyers have 
signaled an entrapment de- 
fense, claiming the men were 
cajoled by undercover FBI 
agents and zealous, greedy 
informants. 

Trial resumes Monday in 
federal court in Grand Rap- 
ids, Michigan. Here is some 
of what the jury has heard so 
far: 


Croft 

The 46-year-old trucker 
from Bear, Delaware, is an 
adherent of the “boogaloo” 
movement, which believes 
the country is broken and 


that politicians “should be 
targeted and attacked,” Assis- 
tant U.S. Attorney Jonathan 
Roth said. 


Croft and Fox attended a 
meeting of allies in Dublin, 
Ohio, in July 2020. So did 
an informant who recorded 
Croft saying he was so de- 
voted to an antigovernment 
“I might murder a 


Croft said he was even will- 
ing to slash his cheek in an 
effort to fool face-detection 
technology used by law en- 
forcement. 


“One criminal governor in 
our possession, we've cap- 
tured the flag in that state. We 
can then start to issue terms,” 
Croft said in a video in May 
2020. 


Defense attorney Joshua 
Blanchard said Croft was tar- 
geted by thin-skinned FBI 
agents who simply didn’t like 
his disgust of government. 


“There was no plan, there 
was no agreement and no 


kidnapping,” he said. 


Fox 

Fox, 38, of Wyoming, Michi- 
gan, was living in the base- 
ment of a vacuum shop 
and brushing his teeth next 
door at a restaurant. He was 
tapped by Croft to lead the 
plot, Roth said. 


Prosecutors portrayed Fox as 
a man committed to violence. 
He said in a video that he was 
in favor of a “revolutionary 
war” to get rid of “corrupt, 
tyrannical government.” 


Fox said he wanted to offer 
“constitutional comfort” to 


angry Michigan gym owners 
whose businesses were shut 
down for months to prevent 
the spread of COVID-19. 
Fitness centers, he said, were 
“essential for a lot of people’s 
mental health.” 


In August 2020, according to 
the government, Fox scouted 
Whitmer’s cottage for the 
first time and said an attack 
would be a “nightmare” and 
a “shootout.” Prosecutors 
said he wanted to blow up a 
nearby bridge to stymie po- 
lice during an abduction. 


But defense attorney Chris- 
topher Gibbons said Fox was 
heavily influenced by an FBI 
informant known as “Big 
Dan,” who was a member of 
a militia known as the Wol- 
verine Watchmen. 


Dan “said things like, “You 
can train for everything but 
what’s your goal?’ The goal is 
what the government wants,” 
Gibbons told jurors, refer- 
ring to entrapment. 


Harris and Caserta 

They didn’t come up as much 
as Croft and Fox in the first 
two days of trial. But Roth 
said they were considered 
soldiers in Fox’s “kill squad.” 


Harris, a former Marine in- 
fantryman, suggested killing 
Whitmer would be better 
than kidnapping her, perhaps 
“posing as a pizza delivery 
person and shooting her at 
home,” the prosecutor said. 


Caserta’s home in Canton 
Township, Michigan, was full 
of antigovernment items, and 
he talked about crushing the 
governor’s skull, Roth said. 


“You will hear him say, What- 


ever we do in the future, this 
is my personal choice to be 
involved here,” Roth said. 
Defense lawyers pointed out 
that Harris, 24, and Caserta, 
33, didn’t join the others 
on the road trip to northern 
Michigan to look at Whit- 
mer’s home, a key part of 
the government’s case. But 
they participated in firearms 
training sessions, including a 
“shoot house,” a mock-up of 
Whitmer’s house. 


Attorney Julia Kelly said Har- 
ris of Lake Orion, Michi- 
gan, “was not perfect in the 
summer of 2020” but didn’t 
agree to kidnap the governor. 
Lawyer Michael Hills said 
Caserta participated in train- 
ing but didn’t organize the 
“fed-sponsored events.” 


Harris’ parents were in court, 
taking notes and frequently 
leaning over to whisper to 
Kelly. 


Croft, Fox, Harris and Caser- 
ta were arrested in October 
2020 along with two others, 
Ty Garbin and Kaleb Franks, 
who pleaded guilty to the 
conspiracy and said no one 
was entrapped by agents or 
informants. 


“They will tell you they made 
their own decisions,” Roth 
told the jury. “They will tell 
you the defendants did the 
same. 


Whitmer, who is seeking re- 
election this year, has blamed 
then-President Donald 
Trump for fomenting anger 
over coronavirus restrictions 
and refusing to condemn 
right-wing extremists like 
those charged in the plot. She 
said he was complicit in the 
deadly Jan. 6 Capitol riot. 


Video shows man stabbing 2 workers at New York’s MOMA 


(AP) — Video from the 
Museum of Modern Art 
shows the moment a man 
leaped over a reception 
desk and stabbed two em- 
ployees as they tried to 
flee Saturday. 


The video released by New 
York City police shows a 
man police identified as 
60-year-old Gary Cabana 
entering the museum lobby 
through a revolving door 
then climbing onto the desk 
and jumping over it as a man 
carrying what appears to be a 
walkie-talkie tries in vain to 
stop him. 


Police were still searching 
for Cabana as of Sunday 
morning. 


The man, wearing a black 
wool hat and a surgical mask, 
approaches three employees 
who are trapped in the small 
space and stabs one of them 
— a young woman who is 
able to run away seconds lat- 
er — though not before she 
is stabbed again in the back. 


The attacker then stabs the 
second employee as the man 
with the walkie-talkie hurls 
a notebook at him. That ap- 


pears to distract the attacker 
long enough for the second 
victim to flee. The third em- 
ployee can be seen getting up 
from the ground after the at- 
tacker runs away. 


Authorities said Saturday 
that the two museum em- 
ployees, a 24-year-old man 
and 24-year-old woman, 
were both stable with non- 
life-threatening injuries. 
Their names weren’t re- 
leased. 


According to police, Cabana 
was denied entrance Satur- 
day for previous incidents 


of disorderly conduct. John 
Miller, NYPD deputy com- 
missioner of intelligence 
and counterterrorism, said 
his membership had been 
revoked for two separate in- 
cidents of disorderly behav- 
ior at the museum in recent 
days. 


A letter informing Cabana 
of his expired membership 
had been sent out Friday, but 
he came to the museum Sat- 
urday saying he intended to 
see a film there, according to 
police. 


He then became upset and 


stabbed the museum em- 
ployees in the back, collar- 
bone and the back of neck, 
Miller said. They were 
rushed within minutes to 
the hospital. 


Miller said Saturday that the 
video showed which way the 
suspect went after leaving 
the museum. Police shared 
photos of Cabana late Sat- 
urday night, asking for the 
public’s help finding him. 


The department has no re- 
cord of a previous arrest for 
the man. 


(AP) — A longtime area 
staple with its wagon 
wheel décor and “Roy 
Rogers ribeye,” The Ranch 
Steak House is fighting 
to reopen as one of the 
last sit-down restaurants 
in the once-flourishing 
Black Chicago neighbor- 
hood of Roseland. 


About 13 miles (21 kilo- 
meters) away near Indiana, 
Christopher Cain and wife 
Deja Cousins-Cain sought a 
new market for their wine bar 
that promises “Good Vibes 
Only,” settling on the suburb 
of Lansing, where growth has 
included a steady increase in 
Black residents. 


The two enclaves of roughly 
30,000 people reflect how 
Black migration patterns in 
the 21st century are chang- 
ing the makeup of metro- 
politan areas nationwide. For 
decades, Black residents have 
been leaving some of the na- 
tion’s largest cities while sub- 
urbs have seen an increase 
in their Black populations. 
Those two trends have now 
spread to even more areas of 
the country, according to the 
2020 U.S. census. 


The patterns echo the “white 
flight” that upended urban 
landscapes in the 20th centu- 
ry. Like those who left cities 
before them, Black residents 
often move because of wor- 
ries about crime and a desire 
for reputable schools, afford- 
able housing and amenities. 
But there are key differences: 
Leaving Black city neighbor- 


hoods that are starved for in- 
vestment is often more of a 
necessity than a choice, and 
those who do settle into new 
suburban lives often find ra- 
cial inequities there, too. 


From 1990 to 2000, 13 of the 
United States’ biggest cities 
lost Black residents. By 2020, 
it was 23. According to the 
census, roughly 54% of Black 
residents within the 100 big- 
gest American metro areas 
were suburbanites in 2020, 
up from 43% two decades 
ago, according to Bill Frey of 
the Brookings Institution. 


While New York, Los Ange- 
les and Philadelphia all lost 
Black residents from 2010 
to 2020, the change was es- 
pecially notable in Chicago, 
which gained population but 
lost 85,000 Black people, the 
highest number after Detroit, 
according to the 2020 census. 
Those numbers could vary 
slightly, as the Census Bu- 
reau reported last week that 
3.3% of the Black popula- 
tion was undercounted in 
the 2020 census, a rate higher 
than in 2010. 


The official count found that 
a section of Roseland mea- 
suring less than 1 square mile 
lost 1,600 Black residents. 
Now, the area near where 
former President Barack 
Obama was a community or- 
ganizer — located about 20 
minutes south of downtown 
— doesn’t even have a gro- 
cery store. That makes Judy 
Ware, who bought the Ranch 
restaurant in 2018, more de- 


termined to hang on. 


For others, though, the sub- 
urbs offer a fresh choice. 


Cousins-Cain and her hus- 
band surprised themselves 
in choosing Lansing, which 
wasn’t always friendly to 
Black people. 


Settled by Dutch and Ger- 
man immigrants, the city has 
seen a roughly 50% increase 
in its Black residents, who 
now represent almost half 
the population. Lansing re- 
cently elected its first Black 
trustee. 


The trends are nuanced. Part 
of the explanation is that 
Black residents are continu- 
ing to move to Southern cit- 
ies in a reversal of the Great 
Migration, a movement that 
began in the 1910s and re- 
sulted in millions leaving 
the South for northern cit- 
ies to escape discrimination. 
But more recently, some of 
the starkest changes are hap- 
pening within metro areas as 
suburbs of major cities see 
Black population growth. 


Black residents, who repre- 
sented roughly 40% of Chi- 
cago’s population in 1980, 
now make up less than 30%. 
Their presence increased, 
meanwhile, in dozens of 
Chicago suburbs from 2010 
to 2020. 


The deciding factor for him, 
he said, was, “Where can I 
live where my kids can go 
outside and ride their bikes, 
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or we can take a walk around 
the block as a family without 
looking over my shoulder?” 


Crystal Fenn left in 2015 for 
law school in suburban At- 
lanta, where she’s now an at- 
torney. 


Once a Dutch enclave, Rose- 
land was annexed into Chi- 
cago in 1892. Within decades, 
there was an influx of Black 
families. 


Marc Pullins, 56, recalls four 
nearby grocery stores and has 
fond memories of Kohn El- 
ementary School. 


Kohn is located within the 
section of Roseland that lost 
more than 1,600 Black resi- 
dents. The school sits vacant, 
a green “For Sale” sign out 
front. It is among the roughly 
55 schools targeted by former 
Mayor Rahm Emanuel in the 
nation’s largest mass school 
closure. 


Nearby homes and business-

es, including a candy shop, 
are shuttered. The vacancies 
extend down a once-thriving 
business corridor that Pres- 
ervation Chicago has deemed 
among Chicago’s “most en- 
dangered places.” 


Kisha Pleasant, 41, bought 
her first home in Roseland, 
but violence and dwindling 
amenities pushed her out. 


Activists say Lansing has had 
its fair share of issues involv- 
ing race. In 2017, a Black 
teenager was held down and 
threatened by a white off- 
duty police officer, a con- 
frontation that led the city 
to enter a memorandum of 
understanding with activists 
and the U.S. Department of 
Justice. 


Pastor David Bigsby of In 
The Upper Room Ministries 
recently held a community 
call about disproportionate 
traffic stops, noting a major 
thoroughfare largely divides 
Black and white residents. 


US ends asylum restrictions for children traveling alone 


(AP) — Unaccompanied child 
migrants trying to enter the Unit- 
ed States will no longer be denied 
a chance to seek asylum under 
new guidance announced by U.S.

health authorities. 


The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, in announcing the 
change late Friday night, said “that 


expulsion of unaccompanied nonciti- 
zen children is not warranted to pro- 
tect the public health.” 


The change was announced shortly 
before a court order was to take ef- 
fect that would have allowed the 
Biden administration to expel unac- 
companied children seeking asylum 
under Title 42 authority, which was 
introduced in March 2020 to prevent 
spread of COVID-19. The order re- 
mains in place for adults and families 
traveling with children. 


Testing and other preventive mea- 
sures allow children traveling alone 
to be released to sponsors in the 
United States, the CDC said. Spon- 
sors are typically family or other close 
relatives. 


A federal judge ruled in a lawsuit by 
the state of Texas that the CDC failed 
to explain why children traveling 
alone were exempted from Title 42, 


and gave the administration a week 
to appeal. Instead, the CDC lifted the 
order — but only for unaccompanied 
children. 


The Associated Press left a phone 
message with the office of Texas At- 
torney General Ken Paxton and also 
sent an email. There was no immedi- 
ate response. 


Migrants have been expelled more 
than 1.6 million times under Title 42, 
named for a 1944 public health law. 
Biden has kept the order in place but 
exempted unaccompanied children 
during his first days in office. 


Prominent Democrats and advocacy 
groups have been pressing to end Ti- 
tle 42 for all migrants. “It is not a hu- 
mane or effective solution to securing 
our border,” U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin, 
an Illinois Democrat, tweeted on Fri- 
day. 
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(AP) — U.S. soldiers con- 
tinued to deploy Friday to 
Europe, joining thousands 
already sent overseas to 
support NATO allies 
amid Russia’s invasion of 
Ukraine. 


About 130 soldiers from the 
87th Division Sustainment 
Support Battalion, 3rd Divi- 
sion Sustainment Brigade, 
lined up with rucksacks in- 
side a terminal at Hunter 
Airfield in Savannah before 


marching outside and board- 
ing their chartered flight. It 
departed amid grey skies and 
rain. 


Republican U.S. Rep. Earl 
“Buddy” Carter, of Pooler, 


Georgia, was among those 
in attendance. He was seen 
“fist-bumping” many of the 
soldiers as they boarded the 
plane. 


The battalion’s soldiers are 
in addition to the estimated 
3,800 soldiers from the Ar- 
my’s 3rd Infantry Division 
who have deployed in re- 
cent weeks from nearby Fort 
Stewart, said Lt. Col. Lindsey 
Elder, the division’s spokes- 
person. 


Spec. Danton Belucio, who 
has served in the Army for 
three years, said he looked 
forward to going on his first 
deployment. 


“Pve always wanted to actu- 
ally go on one to do some- 
thing different,” he said. “It 
makes me feel like I’m help- 
ing somebody.”

the 3rd Infantry’s command- 
er, said recently that soldiers 
are being told to prepare for 
six months overseas, though 
deployments could be 
lenghtened or shortened per 
developments in Ukraine. 


The Pentagon has ordered 
roughly 12,000 total service 
members from various U.S. 
bases to Europe, with a cou- 
ple of thousand more already 
stationed abroad shifting to 
other European countries. 


The soldiers’ mission is to 
train alongside military units 
of NATO allies in a display 
of force aimed at deterring 
further aggression by Russia. 
The Pentagon has stressed 
U.S. forces are not being de- 
ployed to fight in Ukraine. 


Belucio, 24, of Orlando, 
Florida, said he was not wor- 
ried at all about participating 
in the mission. 


What happens when all the student volunteers disappear? 


(AP) — When the pan- 
demic shut schools two 
years ago, Scott Losavio 
faced a problem afflict- 
ing students, administra- 
tors and communities ev- 
erywhere: What happens 
when all the student vol- 
unteers disappear? 


As service coordinator at 
Catholic High School in 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, 
Losavio helps students fulfill 
the school’s requirement to 
perform community service 
hours. Juniors must do 40 
“Type A’ volunteer hours, 
where they have direct con- 
tact with the people being 
served, and seniors must do 


20. 


Packing boxes in a food bank 
warehouse doesn’t qualify, 
but serving meals in a soup 
kitchen does. “We want them 
to have a real human inter- 
action and develop a sense 
of passion and empathy for 
people that are suffering,” 
Losavio said. 


All of that, of course, became 
nearly impossible when the 
coronavirus pandemic sent 
students home in the midst 
of the 2019-2020 school year 
and kept them home for the 
following year as communi- 
ties shut down and people 
were told to avoid direct con- 
tact. 


Now with the pandemic po- 


tentially fading, school ad- 
ministrators are anticipating 
returning to the pre-COV- 
ID-19 days of unhindered 
volunteerism. Not a moment 
too soon at Catholic High 
School. “I work with teenag- 
ers all day, and I know what 
kind of knuckleheads they 
are,” Losavio said. “But I also 
know that when they’re out 
there helping other people, 
that’s when they’re at their 
best.” 


Across the U.S., the pandem- 
ic forced school administra- 
tors like Losavio to slash or 
eliminate student volunteer 
requirements. Students ei- 
ther abandoned volunteering 
or strained to find safe ways 
to serve their communities in 
a time of isolation and crisis. 


Catholic High cut the vol- 
unteer hours requirement 
by half across the board and 
waived the Type A stipula- 
tion. And the definitions 
for what qualifies as volun- 
teering have been creatively 
stretched. 


The pullback hurt broadly. 
For communities, thousands 
of dependable volunteer 
hours vanished at a moment 
of spiraling need. And the 
students lost out on the kind 
of empathy-building experi- 
ences that such requirements 
were designed to create. 


“There’s thousands of hours 


of work that’s not getting 
done and the community is 
not being served,” said Adam 
Weiss, community service 
coordinator for Oceana High 
School in Pacifica, California. 
For students, volunteering 
“gives them work experience 
and gives back to the com- 
munity and helps them get 
out of their teenage bubble.” 


Weiss’ school dropped its 
community service require- 
ment from 100 hours to 32. 
Even that, he said, runs on 
“much more of an honor sys- 
tem these days.” 


Even at schools without ser- 


vice requirements, volun- 
teer-oriented groups like the 
Key Club faced the same 
problem. 


Her school doesn’t have a 
volunteer requirement, but 
its Key Club members still 
worked to find safe ways to 
contribute organizing 
donation drives to gather 
canned goods, socks and toi- 
letries for homeless shelters. 


Outdoor volunteer activities 
also became a huge draw. In 
December 2020, when Den- 
son helped organize a clean- 
up at Louisiana’s oldest Black 
cemetery, it drew so many 


student volunteers that she 
had to cut it off at 60 people. 


The community service re- 
quirement is rare at the state 
level, with only Maryland 
(and the District of Colum- 
bia) mandating it. But indi- 
vidual schools, both public 
and private, frequently insti- 
tute them. 


With no real coordination 
when the pandemic struck, 
these schools and school dis- 
tricts had to make their own 
decisions on how to handle 
things. That applies, too, to 
reinstating community ser- 
vice requirements.

(AP) — Iran claimed re- 
sponsibility Sunday for 
a missile barrage that 
struck near a sprawling 
U.S. consulate complex 
in northern Iraq, saying 
it was retaliation for an 
Israeli strike in Syria that 
killed two members of its 
Revolutionary Guard ear- 
lier this week. 


No injuries were reported in 
Sunday’s attack on the city 
of Irbil, which marked a sig- 
nificant escalation between 
the U.S. and Iran. Hostility 
between the longtime foes 
has often played out in Iraq, 
whose government is allied 
with both countries. 


The attack drew harsh con- 
demnation from the Iraqi 
government, which called it 
a “violation of international 
law and norms” and de- 
manded an explanation from 
the Iranian leadership. 


The United States said the 
missile strike emanated from 
Iran and strongly condemned 
it. 


Iran’s powerful Revolution- 
ary Guard said on its website 
that it attacked what it de- 
scribed as an Israeli spy center 
in Irbil. It did not elaborate, 
but in a statement said Israel 
had been on the offensive, 
citing the recent strike that 
killed two members of the 
Revolutionary Guard. The 
semi-official Tasnim news 
agency quoted an unnamed 
source as saying Iran fired 
10 Fateh missiles, including 
several Fateh-110 missiles, 
which have a range of about 
300 kilometers (186 miles). 


The source claimed the attack 
resulted in multiple casual- 
ties. There was no immedi- 
ate comment from Israel on 
the allegations or the Iranian 


missile barrage. 


An Iraqi official in Baghdad 
initially said several missiles 
had hit the U.S. consulate 
in Irbil, which is new and 
unoccupied, adding that it 
had been the intended tar- 
get of the attack. Later, Lawk 
Ghafari, the head of Kurd- 
istan’s foreign media office, 
said none of the missiles had 
struck the U.S. facility but 
that residential areas around 
the compound had been hit. 


Following a Cabinet meet- 
ing, the Iraqi government in 
Baghdad reiterated its refusal 
to allow Iraq to be used to 
settle scores between other 
countries and said it has re- 
quested an explanation from 
the Iranian leadership. 


Satellite broadcast channel 
Kurdistan24, which is locat- 
ed near the U.S. consulate, 
went on air from their studio 
shortly after the attack, show- 
ing shattered glass and debris 
on their studio floor. 


The attack came several days 
after Iran said it would retali- 
ate for an Israeli strike near 
Damascus, Syria, that killed 
two members of its Revolu- 
tionary Guard. On Sunday, 
Iran’s state-run IRNA news 
agency quoted Iraqi media 
acknowledging the attacks in 
Irbil, without saying where 
they originated. 


The missile barrage coin- 
cided with regional tensions. 
Negotiations in Vienna over 
Tehran’s tattered nuclear 
deal hit a “pause” over Rus- 
sian demands about sanctions 
targeting Moscow for its war 
on Ukraine. Meanwhile, Iran 
suspended its secret Bagh- 
dad-brokered talks aimed at 
defusing yearslong tensions 
with regional rival Saudi Ara- 
bia, after Saudi Arabia carried 
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out its largest known mass 
execution in its modern his- 
tory with over three dozens 
Shiites killed. 


Iraqi security officials said 
there were no casualties from 
the Irbil attack, which they 
said occurred after midnight 
and caused material damage 
in the area. They spoke on 
condition of anonymity in 
line with regulations. 


One of the Iraqi officials said 
the ballistic missiles were 
fired from Iran, without elab- 
orating. He said the Iranian- 
made Fateh-110 missiles 
likely were fired in retaliation 
for the two Revolutionary 
Guards killed in Syria. 


U.S. forces stationed at Ir- 
bil’s airport compound have 
come under fire from rocket 
and drone attacks in the past, 
with U.S. officials blaming 
Iran-backed groups. 


The top U.S. commander for 
the Middle East has repeated- 


ly warned about the increas- 
ing threats of attacks from 
Iran and Iranian-backed mi- 
litias on troops and allies in 
Iraq and Syria. 


In an interview with The As- 
sociated Press in December, 
Marine Gen. Frank McKen- 
zie said that while U.S. forc- 
es in Iraq have shifted to a 
non-combat role, Iran and its 
proxies still want all Ameri- 
can troops to leave the coun- 
try. As a result, he said, that 
may trigger more attacks.’ 


The Biden administration 
decided last July to end the 
U.S. combat mission in Iraq 
by Dec. 31, and U.S. forces 
eradually moved to an advi- 
sory role last year. The troops 
will still provide air support 
and other military aid for 
Iraq’s fight against the Islam- 
ic State. 


The U.S. presence in Iraq has 
long been a flash point for 
Tehran, but tensions spiked 
after a January 2020 US. 


drone strike near the Bagh- 
dad airport killed a top Irani- 
an general. In retaliation, Iran 
launched a barrage of mis- 
siles at al-Asad airbase, where 
U.S. troops were stationed. 
More than 100 service mem- 
bers suffered traumatic brain 
injuries in the blasts. 


More recently, Iranian prox- 
ies are believed responsible 
for an assassination attempt 
late last year on Iraq’s Prime 
Minister Mustafa al-Kadhi- 
mi. 


And officials have said they 
believe Iran was behind the 
October drone attack at the 
military outpost in southern 
Syria where American troops 
are based. No U.S. personnel 
were killed or injured in the 
attack. 


Al-Kadhimi tweeted: “The 
aggression which targeted the 
dear city of Irbil and spread 
fear amongst its inhabitants 
is an attack on the security of 
our people.” 


Oficial. Drone that crashed in Croatia carried a bomb 


(AP) — A military drone 
that apparently flew all 
the way from the Ukrai- 
nian war zone over three 
European NATO-mem- 
ber states before crash- 
ing in an urban zone of 
the Croatian capital was 
armed with an explosive 
device, Croatia’s defense 
minister said Sunday. 


The Soviet-made aircraft 
crossed Romania and Hun- 
gary before entering Croa- 
tia, slamming into a field 
near a student dormitory late 


Thursday. About 40 parked 
cars were damaged in the 
large explosion, but no one 
was injured. 


“Traces of explosives and 
clues suggesting that this 
was not a reconnaissance air- 
craft were found. We found 
parts of an air bomb,” Croa- 
tian Defense Minister Mario 
Banozic said at the crash site. 


He said that this further rais- 
es a question about whether 
the drone belonged to Russia 
or Ukraine. 


Air crash investigators have 
pulled most of the drone's 
remaining parts from a large 
crater it created on impact, 
including a partly damaged 
black box that should reveal 
the drone’s flight path. Croa- 
tian officials have criticized 
NATO for what they called 
a slow reaction to a very se- 
rious incident and called into 
question the readiness of the 
military alliance’s member 
states to respond to a possible 
attack. 
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of people rallied Sunday

In Russia, where demon- 
strations against the war in 
Ukraine have been typically 
met with a heavy police re- 
sponse, rights group OVD- 
Info said more than 668 
people had been detained in

Anti-war protests across Europe, small rallies in Russia 


Moscow time. 


There was a heavy police 
presence at central loca- 
tions including Manezhnaya 
Square near the Kremlin, 
with officers carrying dem- 
onstrators away to waiting 
police vans, in footage posted 
by Russian media. The num- 
ber of people protesting na- 
tionwide appeared to be far 
fewer than the last major pro- 
tests a week ago, when OVD- 
Info listed more than 5,000 
people who were detained. 


Anti-war protests were also 
staged in Warsaw, London 
and the German cities of 
Frankfurt, Hamburg and 
Stuttgart. 


A small far-right party or- 
ganized a protest in Serbia’s 
capital, Belgrade, in sup- 
port of Russia’s invasion of 


Ukraine. 


The occupants of dozens of 
cars waved Russian and Ser- 
bian flags, honked horns and 
chanted slogans in favor of 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin. Some cars had “Z” 
painted on them — the letter 
is used on Russian armored 
vehicles in Ukraine and is 
now a symbol of support for 
Russian troops. 


Despite formally seeking Eu- 
ropean Union membership, 
Serbia has refused to join in- 
ternational sanctions against 
its ally Russia despite voting 
in favor of the U.N. resolu- 
tion condemning Moscow’s 
aggression. The country’s 
dominant state-controlled 


media carry frequent pro- 
Russia reports about the war. 


One day after rallies in Flor- 
ence and Naples, Italians and 
Ukrainians who live in Italy 
turned out for protests in 
Milan and Rome on Sunday 
against the war in Ukraine. 


In the first row of a march in 
Milan, Italy’s financial capi- 
tal, protesters held bloodied 
cloth bundles to represent 
children killed in Russian at- 
tacks on Ukrainians. Some 
children held drawings, and 
many marchers streaked their 
cheeks in the colors of the 
Ukrainian flag. 


Before the march, protesters 
stretched out an enormous, 
rainbow-colored peace flag 
in a Milan square. 


In Rome’s march, one of the 
participants held a cardboard 
sign that read, “Close the 
Sky,” an apparent reference to 
Ukraine’s plea to NATO to 
establish a no-fly zone over 
Ukraine against Russian war- 
planes. Italy’s government, 
like that of fellow NATO 
allies, have ruled out a no- 
fly zone option, contend- 
ing such a move would risk 
vastly widening the conflict 
in Europe. 


Pope Francis decried the 
“barbarianism” of the kill- 
ing of children and other de- 
fenseless civilians in Ukraine. 
He told a crowd estimated by 
the Vatican to number 25,000 
people gathered in St. Peter’s 
Square for his customary 
Sunday noon appearance that 


the attacks must stop “before 
cities are reduced to cemeter- 
ies.” 


In Cyprus, dozens of Russian 
nationals joined Ukrainians 
in the coastal resort town of 
Limassol Sunday to protest 
the war in Ukraine. About 
50 Russians converged on 
Limassol’s promenade prior 
to joining with other pro- 
testers to chant slogans such 
as “Stop the war, stop Putin” 
and waving blue and white 
flags they said where the 
Russian national flag without 
the red stripe that represent- 
ed “blood and violence.” 


Protester Evgeniya Shlyko- 
va, who has been living and 
working in Cyprus for five 
years, told The Associated 
Press that despite Russian 
propaganda, Ukraine “didn’t 
deserve this action from our 
government” and that pro- 
testers demand an immediate 
end to the war “that we don’t 
support.” 


“I do believe that the person 
who did the most to make 
Russia weak and not united is 
Putin himself,” said Shlyko- 
va who faulted the Russian 
president and his support- 
ers for bringing the world’s 
wrath on Russia that is proud 
of its humanistic values and 
culture. “But now Russia is 
the aggressor for the whole 
world, and we protest it.” 


Earlier Sunday, Ukrainian 
nationals in Taiwan and sup- 
porters also staged a march in 
Taipei to protest the Russian 
invasion of Ukraine. 


Bus full of Ukrainian refugees overturns in Italy; 1 dead 


(AP) — A bus carrying 
Ukrainian refugees over- 
turned on a major high- 
way in northern Italy at 
dawn on Sunday, killing 
a young mother, Italian 
firefighters and news re- 
ports said. 


Italian state TV said there 
were also five people injured, 
but none of the injuries was 
serious, in the crash on the 
A14 highway near Forli’, a 
town in the Emilia-Romagna 
region in northeastern Italy. 
It said the rest of those aboard 
were safely evacuated. 


The bus landed on its side on 
a grassy slope just beyond a 
highway guardrail and near a 
farm field. Firefighters used 
two cranes in an operation 


to set the bus upright and re- 
move it after helping the sur- 
vivors to get out of the bus. 


The cause of the crash was 
under investigation. High- 
way Police official Andrea 
Biagioli said there were no 
skid marks. 


Italy’s Interior Ministry said 
the bus had set out from 
Ukraine and was heading 
south to Pescara, an Adriatic 
port city, when it overturned. 
The passengers were taken to 
a nearby police barracks for 
initial assistance, and would 
later resume their journey, 
the ministry said. 


The victim was a 32-year-old 
woman whose two children, 
ages 5 and 10, suffered bruises 


in the crash, the Italian news 
agency LaPresse said. Milan 
daily Corriere della Sera said 
the woman was crushed un- 


der the bus. 


Earlier, firefighters had said 
there were about 50 refugees 
aboard the bus. But Corriere 
della Sera said that only 22 
refugees had been aboard the 
bus that flipped on its side, 
while others were on a sec- 
ond bus that wasn’t involved 
in the crash. 


The children were taken to a 
hospital where they were re- 
ceiving psychological as well 
as medical assistance, LaPre- 
sse said. 


The bus had been on the 
road for about 20 hours when 


it overturned, and had set out 
from western Ukraine, La- 
Presse said. 


Around 35,000 Ukrainians 
refugees who fled after Russia 
launched war in their home- 
land have entered Italy, most 


of them through its north- 
eastern border with Slovenia.

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Rattled by spectator’s outburst, Osaka loses at Indian Wells 


(AP) — Rattled by a de- 
rogatory shout from a 
spectator, Naomi Osaka 
went on to lose 6-0, 6-4 to 
Veronika Kudermetova 
of Russia in the second 
round of the BNP Paribas 
Open on Saturday night. 


Osaka trailed in the first set 
when a woman in the stands 
shouted, “Osaka, you suck.” 
The Japanese star approached 
the chair umpire to ask that 
something be done. But the 
umpire explained that she 
didn’t know who it was and 
could not take any action. 


“I didn’t hear what lady say 
because I really so focus on 
my game, on my serve game, 
I didn’t understand what she 
say,” Kudermetova said. “But 
after that moment, I saw that 
Naomi, she start to cry.” 


Osaka later made the unusual 
request to use the umpire’s 
microphone to address the 
crowd, which did not hap- 
pen. 


A supervisor came on court 
for a prolonged discussion 
with Osaka. The supervisor 
told the umpire “if it happens 
again, we're going to find 
him.” Kudermetova waited 
behind the baseline for the 


match to resume. 


Afterward, Osaka spoke to 
the crowd with tears stream- 
ing down her face. 


“To be honest, I’ve gotten 
heckled before, like it didn’t 
really bother me, but heck- 
led here,” she said, her voice 
trailing off. 


“I watched a video of Venus 
and Serena (Williams) getting 
heckled here, if you’ve never 
watched it you should watch 
it,” Osaka said. “I don’t know 
why, but it went into my head 
and it got replayed a lot. Pm 
trying not to cry.” 


The Williams sisters were 
heckled by fans at Indian 
Wells in 2001. Venus with- 
drew, with a knee injury, 
from her scheduled semifinal 
against Serena shortly before 
it was to begin. When Venus 
and their father Richard took 
their seats to watch Serena 
in the final against Kim Cli- 
jsters, the crowd began boo- 
ing. As the match went on, 
fans jeered Serena. Their 
father said he was the target 
of racial slurs. The sisters 
boycotted the tournament 
for years before eventually 
returning. 


Osaka has said she struggled 
with depression after win- 
ning the 2018 U.S. Open in 
a controversial final against 
Serena Williams. She with- 
drew from last year’s French 
Open to tend to her mental 
health. 


Osaka won her opening- 
round match against Sloane 
Stephens in three sets in her 
return to the desert, where 
she won the title in 2018. 
Osaka hadn’t played a tour- 
nament since January when 
she lost in the round of 32 at 
the Australian Open. Only 
having played a handful of 
events last year, her ranking 
dropped to 78th in the world. 


“I know she’s the strong, the 
great person,” Kudermetova 


said. “I think it will be good 
with her.” 


Earlier, Daniil Medvedev 
beat Tomas Machac 6-3, 6-2 
in the second round of the 
Russian’s first tournament 
since ascending to No. 1 in 
the world. 


Medvedev made quick work 
of his Czech opponent, fin- 
ishing Machac off in just over 
an hour. The Russian won 
80% of his first-serve points 
and saved the lone break 
point he faced. 


Rafael Nadal didn’t have it as 
easy in opening his pursuit of 
a fourth title at Indian Wells. 
He got pushed to the limit 
by practice partner Sebastian 
Korda before winning 6-2, 
1-6, 7-6 (3), giving Nadal a 
16-0 record this year. 


“I started to play a little bit 
more crosscourt with my 
forehand and with having a 
little bit more of calm,” Nad- 
al said. “He made a couple 
mistakes and I was able to 
save myself.” 


Nadal won the Australian 
Open in January for his re- 
cord 21st major champi- 
onship, breaking a tie with 
Roger Federer and Novak 
Djokovic. He won other 
titles in Melbourne and in 
Mexico. 


Nadal trailed 5-2 in the 
third set before winning 
four straight games with two 
breaks of Korda to take a 
6-5 lead. Korda held at 6-all 
to force the tiebreaker. The 
38th-ranked Korda led 3-2 
and then Nadal reeled off 


five straight points to close 
out the 2 1/2-hour match. 


“He’s one of the greatest 
players of all time. He’s super 
hot. Hasn’t lost a match this 
year,” Korda said. “To kind 
of push him to the edge was 
awesome. Shows a lot of my 
game, how dangerous it can 
be against tough opponents.” 


Earlier this week, Medvedev 
received a trophy commem- 
orating his status atop the 
ATP Tour rankings. He dis- 
placed Djokovic, who wasn’t 
allowed to enter the U.S. to 
play because he’s not vacci- 
nated against COVID-19. 


Medvedev has to reach the 
quarterfinals in the desert to 
stay in the top spot. 


“If I'm going to lose it because 
I’m either going to play a bad 
match or my opponent is go- 
ing to play an amazing one, 
there is the next tournament 
in Miami,” he said. “That’s 
how tennis is, every week is a 
new story. Right now it’s In- 
dian Wells week and I want to 
make it a good story.” 


Medvedev is among play- 
ers from Russia and Belarus 
competing at Indian Wells 
without flags, symbols or an- 
thems as a result of Russia’s 
invasion of Ukraine. The de- 
cision to eliminate their na- 
tional identity was made by 
the International Tennis Fed- 
eration and both tours. 


In women’s play, Jasmine 
Paolini upset second-seeded 
Aryna Sabalenka of Belarus 
2-6, 6-3, 6-3 in the second 
round for the Italian’s first ca- 
reer win over a top-10 player. 
Sabalenka fired eight aces to 
go with 10 double faults. 


Defending champion Paula 
Badosa beat Tereza Martin- 
cova 6-2, 7-6 (4). Badosa’s 
title in the desert in October 
began her rise from 70th in 
the world to the top 10. 


No. 9 Ons Jabeur lost to 
409th-ranked Daria Saville 
7-5, 6-7 (0), 6-4. Shelby Rog- 
ers, a quarterfinalist here last 
year, knocked out 10th-seed- 
ed Jelena Ostapenko 7-5, 7-6 


(7). 


Madsen triumphs in playoff for first LPGA Tour victory 


(AP) — Nanna Koerstz Madsen be- 
came the first Danish player to win 
an LPGA Tour title after a dramatic 
second-hole playoff victory over 
Lin Xiyu of China at the Honda 
LPGA Thailand on Sunday. 


Both players set a new tournament re- 
cord of 26-under-par 262 in regulation, 
and then birdied the par-5 18th in the 
first extra hole before the Dane sealed 
the win with a 7-foot eagle putt in the 
next to secure her biggest career victory. 


“It’s amazing. I don’t know how to put 
it into words,” said Madsen. “It’s some- 
thing I’ve dreamed of for a very long 
time.” 


The 27-year-old Madsen, who shot a 
final-round 5-under 67, also became 
the third European to win the event af- 


ter Suzann Pettersen of Norway in 2007 
and Anna Nordqvist of Sweden in 2014. 


Madsen had started her final round at 
the Siam Country Club Old Course 
at Pattaya the way she ended her third. 
Even better, actually, on the way to her 
first LPGA Tour victory. 


And she needed every one of those early 
breaks to put herself in a position to se- 
cure the win. 


After making birdie on her final two 
holes in the third round to take a one- 
stroke lead into Sunday, the two-time 
Olympian from Denmark eagled her 
first hole and birdied the second to in- 
crease her lead. After a bogey on the 
seventh, she came back with birdies on 
the eighth and ninth for a three-stroke 
lead at the turn. 
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Neymar and Messi jeered by seething PSG fans in 3-0 home win 


(AP) - Record-breakers 
Neymar and Lionel Messi 
felt the heat from Paris 
Saint-Germain’s angry 
fans following another 
Champions League hu- 
miliation, getting whistled 
every time they touched 
the ball during a 3-0 home 
win against Bordeaux on 
Sunday. 


Even when Neymar scored 
the second goal against rock- 
bottom Bordeaux the fans 
jeered him. Even when Messi 


embarked on a trademark run 
from deep and hit the post he 
got booed. 


While the runaway leader 
moved 15 points clear in a 
league it usually dominates, 
the fans want success else- 
where. 


Yet PSG blew it again in 
the Champions League this 
week against Real Madrid. A 
few weeks ago they also got 
knocked out the French Cup 
and coach Mauricio Pochet- 


tino is widely expected to be 
replaced next season. 


At which point Kylian 
Mbappe, who scored PSG's 
first goal against Bordeaux 
midway through the first 
half, might be playing for 
Real Madrid. His contract 
runs out in June and he can 
leave on a free transfer. 


PSG’s top scorer was the only 
player spared the whistles 
when the team names were 
read out. 


Record seven-time Golden 
Ball winner Messi and Ney- 
mar — the world’s most ex- 
pensive player at 222 million 
euros ($242 million) — were 
booed throughout. The two 
former Barcelona stars were 
also on the receiving end of 
some hostile chants encour- 
aging them to leave. 


A banner read “Direction De- 
mission” (Directors Resign) 
seemingly aimed at sport- 
ing director Leonardo and 
president Nasser Al-Khelaifi. 


PSG’s ultras group — known 
as CUP — demanded in a 
statement Saturday night that 
Al-Khelaifi leave. 


Some fans in the Auteuil sec- 
tion at Parc des Princes even 
turned up 15 minutes late in 
protest at PSG’s midweek 
meltdown. 


The team’s supporters are 
seething at the manner of the 
latest humiliating Champi- 
ons League exit. 


PSG was up 2-0 on aggre- 
gate but fell apart following 
goalkeeper Gianluigi Donna- 
rumma’s error. Madrid star 
Karim Benzema scored three 
goals in 17 minutes to knock 
PSG out of the competition 
that its cash-rich Qatari own- 
ers crave so much. 


Three years ago PSG became 
the first team to be elimi- 
nated after winning the away 
leg 2-0, losing to Manchester 
United 3-1. In 2017, it was 
the first to be eliminated after 
winning the first leg 4-0, los- 


ing 6-1 away at Barcelona. 


Bordeaux has leaked 68 goals, 
the most in the league, but al- 
most scored in the first min- 
ute on Sunday. 


With Donnarumma dropped, 
it was Keylor Navas in goal. 
He saved Remi Oudin’s 
20-meter strike before Jean 
Onana’s header from the 
corner went just wide. 


Neymar lost the ball against 
Madrid and against Nice in 
PSG’s 1-0 loss last week- 
end — both times leading to 
counter-attack goals. 


His goal against Bordeaux 
came in the 52nd minute 
with a tap-in. A powerful 
strike from midfielder Lean- 
dro Paredes made it 3-0 in 
the 61st. 


Later Sunday, Marseille 
needed to win at Brest to 
move level on points with 
Nice in second place and 
the automatic Champions 
League spot. 


Hertha Berlin fires 


(AP) Hertha Berlin 
fired Tayfun Korkut as 
coach on Sunday in a des- 
perate attempt to stave off 
a humiliating Bundesliga 
relegation for the ambi- 
tious club. 


Hertha said in a statement 
that assistant coach Ilija 
Aračić was also leaving the 
club “with immediate effect” 
and that a successor to Kor- 
kut will be announced “as 
soon as this matter of person- 
nel has been finally clarified.” 


Korkut had been given every 
chance to turn around Her- 
tha’s fortunes after he re- 
placed club favorite Pál Dár- 
dai last November, but Sat- 
urday’s 2-0 loss at Borussia 
Mönchengladbach was the 
team’s fifth consecutive de- 
feat and it stretched its win- 
less run in the league to nine 
games. 


It also left the “Old Lady” 
second last in the division, in 
a direct relegation spot, with 
eight rounds remaining. 


Hertha hasn’t won a compet- 
itive game in 2022 and it was 
also knocked out of the Ger- 
man Cup by city rival Union 
Berlin in January. 


Korkut, a former Turkey in- 


ternational, is not solely to 
blame for Hertha’s problems, 
which may explain how he 
remained coach despite the 
long run of bad results. But 
Hertha again felt the need for 
a fresh start if it is to some- 
how claw its way out of dan- 
ger. 


Korkut’s successor will be the 
team’s seventh coach since 
investor Lars Windhorst be- 
gan backing the club in June 
2019. Windhorst has seen no 
return on his investment of 
374 million euros in Hertha 
and has publicly expressed 
disappointment while criti- 
cizing club leadership for its 
failures. 


Windhorst dreamed of turn- 
ing Hertha into one of Eu- 
rope’s best, but instead has 
seen the club lurch from one 
crisis, scandal or low point to 
another. Hertha has fought 
against relegation in each of 
the three seasons since Wind- 
horst got involved through 
his Tennor investments 


group. 


Bobic said recently that 
Windhorst’s money is 
“gone,” spent mostly on 
offsetting losses, including 
those caused by the corona- 
virus pandemic. 


coach in bid to stave off relegation 


Last week was another tu- 
multuous one at the club, 
with sporting director Arne 
Friedrich departing and a 
power struggle breaking out 
between Windhorst and the 
Hertha management. Fried- 
rich announced in February 
his intention to leave at the 
end of the season, but said 
Monday he felt for several 
months that he wasn’t able 
“to do justice to my duties as 
sporting director.” 


Tennor spokesman Andreas 
Fritzenkötter said Wednesday 


that changes are needed at 
the club’s next general meet- 
ing in May. He also said a 
documentary about the club 
was stopped after a “manage- 
ment member described Mr. 
Windhorst as unsympathetic, 
and the group made fun of 
Windhorst.” 


The club reacted with a state- 
ment saying that the com- 
ments not only damaged 
Hertha but also the Tennor 
Group. 


Meanwhile, the 


floundering, too. Hertha is 
the worst side in the Bundes- 
liga since the second half of 
the season began. 


Hertha next plays Hoffen- 
heim at home on Saturday. 
Hoffenheim held Bayern 
Munich 1-1 on Saturday and 
is fighting for Champions 
League qualification. Hertha 
then visits third-place Bayer 
Leverkusen, before what is 
sure to be a highly charged 
city derby against Union 
Berlin.
